No -General Rule Kaa Beon Followed 


by Architects In Centuries of 


Church Building. 


Steoplii is a general architectural 


name for the whole arrauifeujent uC 
tower, belfry, spire, etc. 
The origin 


of steeples la obscure, the term spire 
(Old 
English, "splr," u blade of grass, 


and so anything tapering to a point), 
Is the specific architectural term given 
lofty roofs In stoue.or'wooU, covered 
with lead or slate which, crown 
the 


tavern ot cbtlicdrals, churches and va- 
rious other buildings. 
In plan they 


are conical,• or pyramidal or octng- 
onal, or hearaffonyl, often pierced by 
ormimeutul openings wberq, they tire 
enriched with crockets. Qu the conti- 
nent the architects aimed to make the 
steeple and spire one, merging them 
Into each other, while ID .England they 
openly confessed it was a scpai-ate 
airucture by making Its point of origin 
behind a plain or pierced parapet, or 
ornamental battlements. A spire prop- 
erly belongs ti> pointed .architecture 
and hence has never been fully devel- 
oped except In Gothic buildings. 
As 


early us the Twelfth century they tool: 
on different forms, and almost every- 
where from tlio Tlili'teenih toithe Six- 
teenth century became the termlmit- 
Ing construction of every church- stee- 
ple, tower or lantern, and also those 
of NJmllnr buildings, more especially 
In Germany and Franco.' In England 
Norman churches were without spires, 
but with the coming o£ early English, 
short onos were Introduced ; decorated 
Gotbli: called for much higher ones, 
and the perpendicular still higher. The 
earlier spires were generally built of 
timber, and they wore always so when 
tho building WHH roofed 
with wood. 


These early timber spires were, us a 
rule, not very tall, but Inter reached n 
grenlor elevation ; thnt which crowned 
old St. Paul's In Londojl Is said to 
havo been 527 tect In helt'ht. The most 
lofty sph'oH nn^v In existence, such UB 
thoKe of Salisbury, Coventry riud Nor- 
wich, are all of stone.
